TRIBUTES TO OUR BRAVE ALLY 


PRESIDENT AND OTHERS MAKE 


ADDRESSES. 


•Washington, May 24.—The presi- 


dent of the United States today join- 
ed -with the official representatives 
of the French republic in unveiling: 
the statue of Marshal De Rocham- 
beau, the compatriot of Washington 
and the commander-in-chief of the 
French forces in America during the 
revolutionary -war. It was an event 
combining many demonstrations of 
international good will, with French 
sailors from the battleship Gaulois 
mingling their cheers with American 
hlue-jackets, French flags entwining 
their folds with the stars and stripes 
and with oratory and music expres- 
sive of Franco-American friendship. 


T,he ceremony of unveiling was 


fixed for 11 o'clock this morning, 
but long before that hour the streets 
were filled with marching men and 
with a great crowd eager to witness 
the exercises and review. A battal- 
ion of French 
seamen 
arrived by 


special train, from Annapolis early 
in the day and headed by the crack 
band from 
the French battleship, 


^wung through Pennsylvania avenue 
to- . Lafayette 
square, 
where 
the 


shrouded figure of the French field 
marshal awaited the signal for un- 
veiling. 


FIGHTERS JTJKATEBNIZE. 


The American, soldiers, sailors and 


marines already had assembled and 
gave their French brothers-in-arms 
a hearty welcome. 
The, American 


•troops were under command of Maj- 
or General S. B. M. Young and em- 
braced a battalion of engineers, a 
battalion of seilors and 
marines, 


with the marine band, a battalion of' 
cavalry and of field artillery and a 
brigade of national guardsmen of 
the District of Columbia, represent- 
ing in all the various "branches of 
the United States military and naval 
service. 


.President Roosevelt and the niem- 
oers of the cabinet arrived at the 
unveiling stand shortly before 11 
o'clock and took position immediate- 
ly facing- the draped figure. Along- 
side 'the presidential party sat the 
French ambassador, M. Cambon, 
General Brugere. Vice Admiral Four- 
nier and other distinguished repre- 
sentatives of the 3?reuch 
govern- 


iiisii t, and also the Count and Count - 


i ess De Rochanibeau and Count 
De 


Lafayette, descendants of the gal- 
lant soldiers who fought with Wash- 
ington. 


Cardinal Gibbous was to have op- 


ened the exercises with an invoca- 
tion, but in his unavoidable absence 


I the Rev. Dr. Stafford delivered an 
impressive opening prayer. 


PRESIDENT SPEAKS. 


At its conclusion President Roose- 


velt stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and extended a generous wel- 
come to the French guests. 


The president spoke as follows: 
"Mr. Ambassador and you, the 


representatives of the mighty repub- 
lic of France: I extend to you on be- 
hnlf of the people of the United 
States the warmest and most cor- 
dial greeting. 


'We appreciate to the full all that 


is implied in this embassy, composed 
of such men as those who have been 
sent over here by President Loubet 
to .commemorate the unveiling of the 
statute of the great 
marshal who, 


with the soldiers 
and 
sailors of 


France, struck the decisive blow in 
the war which started this country 
on the path of independence among 
the nations of the earth. (Applause.) 
I am sure that I give utterance to the 
sentiments of every citizen of the 
United States, of every American to 
whom the honor and the glory of our 
republic in the past, as in the pres- 
ent, are dear, when I say that we 
prize this fresh proof of the friend- 
ship of the French people, not only 
because it is necessarily pleasing to 
us to have the friendship of a nation 
so mighty in war and so mighty in 
peace as France has ever shown her- 
self to be, but because it is peculiar- 
ly pleasant to feel that, after a cen- 
tury and a quarter 
of independent 


existence as a nation, the French re- 
public should feel that in that cen- 
tury and a quarter we have justified 
tlie sacrifices France made on our be- 
half. 
(Applause.) 


"I am sure my fellow citizens that 


you welcome the chance which brings 
it about that this embassy of the 
French people should come to our 
shores at the very time when we, in 
our turn, have done our part in 
starting on the path of independence 
a sister republic—the republic of 
Cuba. (Applause.)

for the magnanimous spirit that lay 
behind the doing of the deed and 
thank you.'' (Loud applause.) 


As the president 
closed his r 


marks, the Countess De Rochambeau 
drew aside the veil enveloping the 
figure, bringing; into view the mas- 
sive bronze proportions of the fa- 
mous French commander, standing 
proudly erect with arm outstretched, 
directing the fortunes of war on the 
field of Yorktown. 
A great cheer 


went up from Frenchmen and Ameri- 
cans alike, and at the same instant 
the marine band broke into the in- 
spiring strains of tue Marseillaise. 
As the French national hymn died 
a\vay, Ambassador Cambon escorted 
to the front of the platform 
the 


youthful sculptor, M. Hamar, who 
executed the statue. 


M. CAMBON SPEAKS. 


Then the ambassador, speaking in 


French, delivered a brief address. He 
said in part: 


"Today, just as they did one hun- 


dred and twenty years ago, the sold- 
iers and sailors of France and of the 
United States stand side by side; 
they surround this monument; they 
march under one <and the same com- 
mand; they blend ia one common 
chord their national hymns, and in 
celebrating their common glory they 
give the world an example ot fidel- 
ity in friendship. 


"This friendship you have proven. 


to us. 
The French Antilles have 


just suffered the shock of a tragic 
event, of a catastrophe the like of 
which the world .'had not witnessed 
:OT twenty centuries. 
Tihe president 


of the United States, congress and 
the American people have vied with 
aroonptness >to s*nti relief 
to 
our 


stricken countrymen. 
Permit me to 


avail myself of this solemn occasion 
and to thank -publicly, in the name 
of my government and -country, you 
yourself, Mr. President, and the en- 
ire population of these United States. 


"You have sthown by iiiis act tihat 


something new had taken birth be- 
:ween ,bhe nations, that tney mi£-ht 
je united by a bond of disinterested 
sympathy and of mutual good will, 
and those ideals of justiea and of 
iberfcy for which our fathers fought 
and bled together one hundred and 
twenty years sines, had really borne 
"ruit in the hearts of mien."

The orator then dwelt on the Inac- 


tivity during the summer, the re- 
luctance and hesitation of the conti- 
nental congress to do anything and 
the final arrival of Count De Grasse 
with the French fleet, which supplied 
Washington with his 
most vital 


need, a means of opposing himself 
to British, sea power. Senator Lodge 
touched briefly on the brilliant York- 
town campaign, the 
surrender of 


Cornw.illis and Jiis great army ; 
the triumph of the 
revolutionary 


arms. 


"We unveil this statue in honoi 


of a brave soldier who foug'lit by the 


side of Washington. 
We place it 


here to keep his memory fresh in 
remembrance and as a monument 
of our gratitude to France. 
But let 


us not forget that we also commemo- 
rate here the men who first.led in 
arms 
the 
democratic movement 


which during a century of conflict 
has advanced tlie cause of freedom 
and popular government throughout 
the world of western civilization.'1

Prof. N. Hill Nesbitt, who will be 


remembered in 
Fort Wayne as a 


teacher of Trench 
and was 
later 


brought into unpleasant prominence 
on account of his alleged disregard 
of the marriage vows, has now ap- 
peared in a new role. He and a Mrs. 
Sriswold have founded a new church 
at Kansas City, to be known as "The 
Church of the New Commandments," 
and the two are to be co-pastors. 


Prof. Nesbitt cut a rather conspicu- 


ous figure in Fort Wayne for a time 
and was well 
received. Later he 


dropped into disrepute, was given 
his walking papers from Winona as- 
sembly and drifted off to parts un- 
known, abandoning his wife at In- 
dianapolis. 


THe new creed of which Nesbitt 


seems to be the founder in Kansas 
City is apparently s.exless. It will 
have, as a Kansas City paper states, 
"sermonettes" instead of the regular 
discourses, and there will be two of 
them at each service. It will, as its 
founders declare, not conflict with 
any other church. One of the condi- 
tions of membership is that they will 
not withdraw from their present re- 
ligious affiliations. Mr. Nesbitt and 
Mrs. Griswold will teach "advanced 
ideas," comprehended largely under 
the caption of "new thought." They 
will heal disease and make no charge 
for their services. 'They will ^ sup- 
port themselves by collections and 
aim only to secure collections' which 
will be sufficient to live upon. They 


l devote much time to charitable 


work without ostentation. They will, 
so they say, follow the footsteps of 
fhe Master and they will teach the 
right way to live.

ADEQUATE RELIEF FOR ALL 


SCIENTISTS CONTINUE TO IN- 


VESTIGATE PELEE. 


Castries, Island of St. Lucia, Sun- 


day, 
May 25.—St. Pierre, 'Martinique, 


is no longer of interest, except to the 
scientists. Mont Pelee is still active, 
but all within range are dead or 
have fled. Tort De France is quieter 
after the large exodus of its inhabit- 
ants to neighboring colonies. The 
Martinique sufferers have sufficient 
food for the present. 


The St. Vincent volcano, the Sou- 


friere, is less active. The total loss 
of life as a result of its eruption is 
finally placed at 1,700, about the 
original estimate. The wounded and 
burned number 600. Many of those 
in the hospital cannot recover. More 
than 4,000 persons are destitute. 
They are receiving adequate relief, 
The material damage 
done in St. 


Vincent is principally to the planta- 
tions. 
Many of the sugar works 


may °be restored. Sugar hogsheads 
are •being1 dug out of the lava and 
ash heaps. 


The lava stream passed 
behind 


Georgetown, which, with. Chateau 
Belair, was uninjured. 


CINCINNATI ARRIVES. 


Fort De France, Island of Martin- 


ique, May 25.—6 p. m.—The United 
States cruiser Cincinanti arrived here 
from 
St. Lucia yesterday. 
The 


steamer Luckenbacli arrived this 
morning and left at once for Porto 
Rico. The steamer Fontabelle reach- 
ed here at 9 o'clock this morning 
with 150 tons of supplies from the 
chamber of commerce of New York 
and other citizens.

studying the volcano from the sea. 
George Kennan, with a land party, 
is examining the northern part of the 
island. 


Mont Pelee was fairly quiet yester- 


day, although there was a big erup- 
tion of ashes, which covered the "ex- 
treme north of the island. The new 
crater is active. 


Mr. Corwine has investigated the 


method employed in the distribution 
of supplies and has informed Gov- 
ernor L'Huerre that he considers it 
excellent. It is expected official no- 
<tification will be issued -that suffi- 
cient supplies nave been received. 


REFUGEES DESERT. . 


Most of the refugees 
who have 


come into Fort De France have de- 
serted the town for points farther 
south, as terror still possesses all 
souls and Fort De France is believed 
to be doomed. All business is sus- 
pended as the amount of supplies re- 
ceived has killed sales. 


The French delegates, Admiral 


Servan, and the citizens are unani- 
mous in expressions of gratitude for 
the genuine friendship of the Ameri- 
can people which has been manifest- 
ed by the swiftness with which great 
quantities of supplies have been fur- 
nished and forwarded and the char- 
acter of the delegates in charge of 
them. 


Fort 
De Trance looks deserted. 


Nearly 2,000 persons have gone to 
the islands of Guadeloupe, Dominica 
and St. Lucia, and as many more are 
trying to get away. The simple ob- 
ject of all minds is to escape from 
the island. 


The scientists are divided in opin- 


ion as to whether or not new and 
more violent outbursts are to

expected. A majority of them think 
volcanic energy will be displayed for

patch from St. Kitts, B. W. I. 


The crew of the Dauntless became 


frightened oil the voyage, refused to 
go on, and 
deserted 
the sloop at 


Dominica. 
This delayed the relief 


expedition, but 
the Dauntless ob- 


tained a new crew at Dominica and 
finally went on to her destination. 


On the passage southward Captain 


Lake says Mont Pelee was seen blaz- 
ing grandly at intervals of about a 
quarter of nn hour.

were accompanied by awful sounds, 
resembling deep thunder. 
Pebbles 


and volcanic debris rained constantly 
upon the deck of the Dauntless. 


When the Dauntless 
passed St. 


Pierre on the voyage northward the 
city's ruins were burning fiercely, 
but the volcano was quiescent. 


This island has been swept by a 


fearful thunderstorm.

Bishop William Taylor, who died 


in California last weak at the age

failing health forced him to retire 
from missionary activities. When 
those countries were -wildernesses 
peopled only by savages, he traversed 
Australia, Tasmania and New Zea- 
land. He spent many years among 
the savage blacks of Africa, labor- 
ing specially among' the 'Kaffirs, and 
achieving' most marked success as a 
missionary. In 1884, as a reward 
for his services, 
lie was 
created 


bishop of Africa -by the Methodist 
church. 
He also had 
worked ex- 


tensively in India as a missionary 
and after his appointment as bishop 
penetrated the savage countries of 
the Congo. A few years ago he lost 
his health and was compelled to give 
up active labors and retired to Cali- 
fornia to live. His published works 
are numerous, interesting' and ex- 
ceedingly valuable. 


Col. Isaac W. Brown, who is widely 


known over the state as the "bird 
and bee .man," has just ended a 
week's campaign in the public schools 
of this city, having talked of Indiana 
bird life, its importance and how to 
protect and encourage it to thousands 
of boys and girls. 
The good that 


must spring from Colonel Brown's 
work in this city is almost incalcu- 
lable. He has the happy faculty of 
making his subject deeply interest- 
ing and thoroughly comprehensive 
to youth.

GREAT PROGRAM AT TEMPLE 


SOLDIERS HEAR SERMON AT 


BERRY STREET CHURCH. 


Masonic Temple 
was completely 


filled Sunday afternoon by a patri- 
otic audience that gathered to honor 
the living veterans and to pay a 
tribute of loving gratitude to the sol- 
dier dead. It was Memorial Sunday, 
and throughout the service was 
plainly manifested the abiding spirit 
of reverence and honor for the pa- 
triotism and the valor of the nation's 
citizen soldiery. 


The stage had been prettily dec- 


orated by John A. Scott, flags and 
bunting in artistic -draping* sur- 
rounding a bust .of Lincoln and por- 
traits of the late President McKin- 
3ey and famous generals of the civil 
war. The service was under the aus- 
pices of Capt. James B. White camp, 
Sons of Veterans, and I. N. Medsker 
was president of the day. 
Seated 


upon the stage .with him were the 
speakers of the afternoon and well- 
known members of the local vet- 
erans' organizations, while a large 
delegation from 
the Grand Army 


posts •occupied places in the parquet. 
Following the introductory remarks 
of the president -the audience united 
in singing "America," Rev. A. K. 
Zartman read a portion of scripture, 
Rev. E. W. Allen invoked divine fa- 
vor upou the occasion and the Emer- 
son male quartet rendered the "Mem- 
orial song." 
AFTER STRIFE, FORGIVENESS. 


Rev. J. A. P. mcGaw was the first 


speaker of the afternoon, his-, theme 
being, "The Strife Was Bitter, But 
Let Us Forgive." Dr. McOaw out- 
lined briefly the conditions which ex- 
isted at the beginning of the war, 
told of the widely different doctrines 
held by the people of the north from 
those of the south. In part he said: 
. "Strife between those tnearly re- 
lated 
is proverbially.' bitter. • The 


Strife between the north and south 
was a strife between people of the 
same blood. 
The bitterness 
was 


shown in part by the way the two 
parties to the long .conflict.were in 
the habit of speaking'of each qther. 
fWe of the north ;aiways"spoke of the 
southerners during the war as rebels, 
never as confederates. They called 
our soldiers Yanks and Lincoln hire- 
lings, aud similar pet names. 
We 


called their president Jeff Davis, and 
promised, if ever we got our hands 
on him to hang him to a sour apple 
tree. 
They called the president of 


>the "United States, Abe, Lincoln, and 
denounced the most tender-hearted 
man that ever sat in the presidential 
chair as a bloodthirsty tyrant. 


"We can afford 
to be magnani- 


mous. The north wou everything it 
•fought for; the south lost everything 
for which it was battling. We have 
the easier task in the matter of for- 
giveness. Let all sectional lines and 
differences be wiped out. Let us get 
closer together. 
Let that spirit of 


patience aud forbearance that was 
so characteristic of our martyred 
president 
take possession 
of the 


hearts of all the people, and we may 
rest in the assurance that never 
again shall the bitterness 
of fra- 


ternal strife disturb the nation's 
peace." 


Rev. L. J. Motschmau, in recalling 


the patriotic'services of the soldiers, 
maintained that the memory of their 
valor and their patriotism was secure 
in the memory of the American peo- 
ple for all time. ; Some, he said, fear 
lest the future shall 
forget them 


There is no danger of this. In the 
passing of years with the countless 
events that 
crowd in. with them, 


nothing can ever usurp the place of 
the veteran soldier in the memory of 
the thinking, patriotic people of the 
United States. 
There is no art of 


forgetting, and that which 
passes 


through the consciousness is there 
forever; only occasion is required to 
recall it. It is with national life 
with individuals. 
Those who gave 


to their country all that they pos 
sessed will live in the grateful heart, 
of posterity. 
Memorial day 
can 


never die. It is a day set apart no 
to honor a great king, a famous gen 
eral or a distinguished leader. 
I 


is a day dedicated to the great rani 
and file of American soldiery. 
Its 


perpetuity can well be entrusted it 
the descendants of that sterling cit 
izenship.

MOB TO DESIST. 


William Francis Stirs TJ.p a Lively 


Time With a Gun in Marion 


—Shot His Mother, 


Marion, Ind., May 27.—The prayers 


of a mother 
saved from the ven- 


geance of a mob her 
son, Willie 


Francis, colored, who had a rope 
around his neck, with one end thrown 
over a tree, early yesterday morning. 
The attempted lynching took plaoo 
at a place 
known 
as the "Dai-k 


Secret." 


Willie Francis, -colored, returned, 


home Sunday and found two -white 
men, Theodore Beam and an unknown 
man, talking- to nis sister. He or- 
dered them to leave hut they objected. 
He then procured a revolver and fired 
two shots at. them, causing 'them to 
retreat. 


(Richard 
Criswell. a white man, 


who lived 
near, 'hastened to the 


scene of the shooting and was shot 
through the hand by Francis. Sarah 
Francis, 'mother of the young negro, 
attempted to take the revolver from 
hiiii and was shot in the left thigh 
during the struggle. 


Francis escaped, hut retumed,liome 


early in the morning, when he en- 
fountered the three men at whom he 
had shot at the iiead of a mob f ormed 
to lynch him. He was bound, a rope 
placed around Ms-- neck and lie was 
dragged to a near-by tree and the 
end of the rope thrown over a limb. 


The -mother, suffering and bleed- 


ing from the wound inflicted-by her 
son, come to 'his rescue and by her 
prayers induced the mob not to hang 
him. Francis was taken to jail and 
when arraigned 
in court 
pleaded 


guilty to the charge of attempt to 
murder. 
He was- taken to prison 


last night to fprevent further trouble.

board of 'health learn's of its presence. 
They infect the whale neighJboi'hood 
by their carelessness. The'death rate 
is still increasing daily. All trans- 
ports coming in discharge their pas- 
sengers at Corrigador island, thirty- 
seven miles from Manila, and here 
they are held in quarantine five days 
before going to Manila. All home- 
bound troops and passengers are held 
in quarantine at Sante Mesa for five 
days, and then sent to Corrigador is- 
land far transportation to -tfhe Uni-ted 
States."

Manila, May 27.—Captain Charles 


E. Russell, of the Eighth infantry, 
is dead. He was the first officer to 
die of cholera. 


"Dp to the present, in Manila, there 


have been 25 cases of cholera and 20 
deaths among the Americans, and 13 
cases and ten deaths among the Eu- 
ropean/population.

Huge, inky-black clouds are rolling 
over Fort De trance m great musses, 
in which there are peculiar lightning 
[lashes. 
The inhabitants are now 


flocking into the great square of the 
town. 
If the demonstration in- 


creases a panic is imminent. 


A very heavy surf lias been beat- 


ing on the shore for the last two 
hours, and au enormous greyish-yel- 
low cloud, at a great height, is dim- 
ly visible in the direction of Mont 
Pelee. 


The night is intensely dark and 


the stars are only faintly visible. 


Fort De France is in no danger 


from, the volcano, but there is con- 
siderable apprehension of a panic in 
the night time, should .the greyish- 
yellow cloud reach here and ashes 
and stones begin to fall. 


There are no noises from the vol- 


cano at present.

Fort De France, Monday, May 


—Prof. Robert T. Hill, United States 
government geologist 
and head of 


the expedition sent by the National 
Geographical society, has 'just come 
in from a daring and prolonged in- 
vestigation of the volcanic activity 
in Martinique. 
Prof. Hill chartered 


a steamer and carefully examined 
the coast as far north, as Port de 
Macouba, at the extreme end of the 
island, making frequent landings. 
After landing at Le Precheur, five 
miles north of St. Pierre, he walked 
through an area of active vulcanism 
to the latter place and made a minute 
examination of the various phenom- 
ena disclosed. 


STORY IS VALUABLE. 


Prof. Hill is the first and only man 


who has 
set foot 
in the area of 


craters, fissures and fumaroles, and 
because of his high position as 
scientist, Ins story is valuable. 
In 


addition to 'his work of investigation, 
the professor rescued in his steamer 
many poor people of Le Precheur, 
who had ventured back after desert- 
ing- their homes and 
found them- 


selves in awful danger. He reports 
as follows: 


:The zone of the 
catastrophe in 


Martinique forms an elongated oval, 
containing on land about eight square 
miles of destruction. This oval 
partly over the sea. The land ipnrt 
is bounded by lines 
running from 


Le Precheur to the peak 
of Mont 


Pelee, thence curving around to Car- 
bet. 
There were three well market! 


zones: First, a center of annihila- 
tion, in which all life, vegetable and 
animal, was utterly destroyed, the 
greater northern part of St. Pierre 
was in this zone; second, a zona of 
singeing, 
blistering flame, which 


also was fatal to all life, killing all 
men and animals, burning the leaves 
on the trees and scorching, but not 
utterly destroying, the treas them- 
selves; third, a large outer, non-de- 
structive zone, wherein some ve 
tation was injured. 
The focus of 


annihilation was the new crater mid- 
way between the sea and the ipeak of 
Mont Pelee, where now exists a new 
area of active vulcanism, with h ~ 
dreds of fumaroles or miniature vol- 
canoes. The new crater is now vom- 
iting black, hot mud, which is fall- 
ing into the sea. 
Both craters, the 


old and new, are active. Mushroom- 
shaped steam explosions constantly 
ascend from the old crater, while 
heavy ash-laden clouds float horiaon- 
tally from the new crater. The old 
ejects steam, smoke, mud, 
pumice 


and lapilli, but no molten lava. 


DUE TO NEW CRATER. 


"The salient topography of .the re- 


gion is unaltered. The destruction of 
St. Pierre was due to the new crater. 
The explosion had great superficial 
force, acting in radial directions, as 
is evidenced by the 
dismounting 


and carrying for yards the guns in 
the battery on the hill south of St 
Pierre and the colonial statue of the 
Virgin in the same locality, and also 
by the condition of the ruined houses 
in St. Pierre. 


"According 
to the 
testimony of 


some persons there was an accom- 
panying flame. 'Others think th 
incandescent cinders and the force 
of their ejection were sufficient to 
cause the destruction. This must be 
investigated. 
I am now following 


the nature of this hill." 


This is the first positive scientific 


statement based on observed facts. 
Prof. Hill has now started on horse- 
back for the volcano. Ho will study 
the whole affected area and will try 
to get to both craters. He will surely

MR. GALLINGER'S RESOLUTION 


SUBJECT WARMLY DEBATED IN 


THE SENATE. 


A TEXAS SENATOR PROTESTS 


THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN 


CONGRESS. 


Washing-ton, D. C., May 26.—Soon 


after the senate convened today Mr. 
Gallinger, of New Hampshire, offered 
a resolution providing that the ju- 
diciary committee 
of the 
senate 


ifiiould make an investigation into 
the 
subject of lynchings in 
the 


United States with n view of ascer- 
taining whether there is any remedy 
for them. 


Mr. Gallinger said he introduced 


the resolution in full view of the fact 
that he might be charged with pre- 
cipitating -a sectional 
controversy, 


but nothing- was further from his 
thoughts. 


He said lynchings were not con- 


fined to the south. 
Horrible cases 


had occurred in the north, and wihite 
mon as well as black had been vic- 
tims. 
Throughout the country in- 


tense interest was manifested in the 
jubject. 
He -thought it imperative 


:'hat the judiciary committee should 
taks some action upon the subject. 
During -the past 
ten years 
2,658 


lynchings had occurred in the United 
States. Of .these 121 had cscumjd in 
the south and iour-fceen in the north, 
the remainder in other parts of the 
country. If the strong arm of the 
.aw could reach out to prevent such 
occurrences he deemed it desirable 
that it do so. 


He had read the Associated Press 


account of the 'burning of -a negro in 
Texas a few days ago. He saicl his- 
tory did not furnish a more fiendish 
instance cf mc-b wrath, and Fox's 
book of martyrs was tame in com- 
parison. 
The whole wretched busi- 


ness, he slid, was a disgrace to man- 
hoed ancl in the light of which the 


tgFd = .atrocities in the Philippines 


paled into insignificance. 


The Spanish inquisition did not 


furnish a case exceeding that one in 
inhumanity. 
He asserted that it 


would be said that the federal gov- 
ernment was powerless and that the 
states had exclusive jurisdiction. If 
so, the American people d.&sire.rl to 
knew it.

WAS TEN TIMES WORSE THAN 


FIRST EBTJPTION. 


SITE OF ST. PIERRE COVERED 


FORT DE FRANCE UNDER THE 


FIRE SHOWER OF RUIN. 


Port De Prance, Island of Martin- 


ique, May 21.—Yesterday's eruption 
of Mout Pelee, which broke out at 5 
o'clock in the morning, was ten times 
as violent as that which destroyed 
St. Pierre. Colossal columns of vol- 
canic matter were ejected from the 
volcano, which rained huge, red-hot 
bouMers, many feet in diameter, 01 
the ruins of St. Pierre and the coun- 
try n»r it, from an enormous eleva- 
tion, and with fearful velocity. The 
volcanic clouds advanced until they 
reached Fort De1" France. 


The spectacle was appalling ; 


sublime beyond 
description.

whole population of Fort De France 
•was thrown into a frenzy of panic 
during which soldiers, police, man. 
and women,

terrified, frantic

The steam launch of the

Buskirk's opinion the most import- 
ant finding was a peritoneal condi- 
tion of the bowels, which the physi- 
cian says he is inclined to believe 
was the result of the absorption of 
poisonous matter from, a medicinal 
preparation which may have been 
used. 
Dr. Van Buskirk has sub- 


mitted a specimen of this condition 
to Dr. A. H. Macbeth, city health 
commissioner, for analysis.

Havana, May 21.—The illumina- 


tion of this city last night was prob- 
ably never surpassed in an American 
city. The facades of the hotels and 
lines of the arches were picked out 
in electric lights, Japanese lanterns 
swung from living trees in the parks, 
colored lanterns of some ancient de- 
sign glowed a'bove the door of every 
residence, and the driveway leading 
to the ocean front was roofed with a 
myriad of multi-colored globes. The 
feature of the fireworks display from 
the forts across the bay were an. im- 
mense Cuban flag, which rose in the 
heavens and floated over the city, 
and portraits of President Palma, 
General Gomez, General Marti and 
other Gubftu heroes. 


Significant of the acquiescence of 


the wealthy Spaniards in the new 
government 
was the 
fact that a 


Cuban flag' was hoisted 
over thi 


Casino by the side of the banner of 
Spain. 


Under the charm of a soft night 


and the beauties of the illumination, 
much of the boisterousness of the aft- 
ernoon disappeared and the crowds 
became quiet and orderly. 
Only a 


-few 
accidents were reported, and 


these were principally due to the ex- 
plosion of giant firecrackers. 


The general festivities 
were re- 


sumed at dawn today, 
when, the 


buglers sounded the reveille in. all 
parts of the city and the bands gave 
their morning concerts. 


At 8 o'clock the foundation stone 


of the triumphal arch commemorat- 
ing the inauguration, of the Cuban 
republic was laid with appropriate 
exercises on Independence avenue, 
by the Oirculo Naccional. 


This afternoon the theaters were 


thrown open and free performances 
were given. Tonight a great public 
feast will be held on the Prado. 


W. T. Bryan, and the United States 


senatorial contingent sailed for Key 
West this morning. 
They were all 


more impressed with the chances of 
the endurance of the republic than. 
when they came 'here. 
Mr. Bryan 


said there was no reason, why the 
republic should not 'be a success, and 
Senator Jones expressed the opinion 
that if it could weather two years it 
might be permanent.

DR. DODGE REJOICES. 


Dr. Dodge, in 'his opening-remarKs,

chief strength. and support from 
God-fearing- men and women. 
On 


this occasion, our centennial celebra- 
tion, of our (home. mission, it is our 
chief reason to keep rejoicing that 
our 'church still supplies such men 
and women to keep up the good 
work."

the statement as also Dr. Dodge's 
review of ifiie bright prospects of the 
c'liurch, which, he said, "is about to 
receivfe a creed that plain people can 
understand and accept."

Many a man today would willingly 
:ut off his right arm if he could only 
change -the past. He cannot. The 
past is forever dead, unless that past

•hrough the mercy and pardon of God. 
Make not the mistake which so many 
ilder men have made, of having abad 
record during- the period of youth,

As Sol- 
omon bids you to beware of evil 
companions, I will introduce to you 
one who will be the best friend a 
young man ever had. 
Young man, 


you cannot afford to face the tempta- 
tions of a great city alone. Perhaps 
you know about this loving Friend, 
to whom I want to introduce yon. 
He was with your sister when she 
died. Well, you remember how she 
smiled up into his face. 
He was 


with your mother during all 
her 


troubles in life. The last words your 
father spoke on earta was his name. 
That name; shall I speak it? Jesus! 
Jesus! Jesus! That is the Friend 
who will see you all the way through 
if you will only trust him. 
You 


must now make a choice. A choice 
between this dear Eriend and evil 
companions. This is a very anxious 
moment for many of us. It is an anx- 
ious moment for Christ as well as for 
you. 


One dark night, a watchman fell

-which rilled the galleries solidly and 
when the doors of the ground floor 
were opened, all the seats not re- 
served'for commissioners were occu- 
pied at once. 


THE MODERATOR SPEAKS. 


Rev. 
Dr. Henry Vandyke, the mod- 


erator, before the hour set for -con- 
sideration, spoke for a moment. 
"I 


do not believe that my .task as mod- 
erator is to be a difficult one," he 
said, "but it is a delicate one. In 
this chair where you nave put me, I 
.want to say that I am not a member 
of any organization or any commit- 
tee.

the committee. They were guided, 
in the first place, by the work of the 
committee of 1892. 
The presump- 


tion, of course, was always in favor 
of the explicit orders of last year's 
assembly. There were two elements 
on the 
committee, he explained, 


•those who preferred to. make all 
amendments by verbal modifications, 
and those who wished to make the 
changes 
by 
separate 
declaratory 


statements; Obviously there had to 
ibe some yielding, and it was not all 
on one side. "The misapprehensions 
as to ithe, confession," .continued Dr. 
Minton, "have come from two causes, 
first the unguarded statements in 
the confession ..itself; and, second, 
unwarranted influences from the con- 
fession. 
In the first cases verbal

Prof. Shafer Lenyerii-h, of Berlin, 


Germany, has lately in an mien-stilly 
paper treated the question of public 
asylums for ak-oholists. The different 
points he treats on are as follows: 


1. Drunkenness, acute and chronic 


au-oholisin are e;u-h it kind (if insanity. 


'2. From a theoretical standpoint it 


is indifferent, if aleoholists are treated 
jii special asylums or in general in- 
sane asylums, but the iirst is the most 
practical way. 


3. Public asylums for ak-oholistsare 


greatly needetl. 


-i. Only graduated physicians ought 


to be in charge of such asylums. 


5. Laws must be enacted by which 


alcohulists, under certain 
circum- 


stances, can even against their wishes 
be sent to such asylums. 


The author tries in a rather lengthy 


article to prove his thesis. 


The Ilerlin Medical society, depart- 


ment of psychiatry, took up this paper 
fur discussion. The doctors agreed 
that theoretically I'rof. Shafer Lenge- 
rieh was correct, bill, his ideas were en- 
tirely unpractical. The general asyl- 
ums for insane are overcrowded be- 
fore, so it would be out of the question 
to treat the great number of alcohol- 
jsts there. Concerning special asylums, 
private ones where the patients went 
willingly and stayed a length of time 
may be of some benefit. But drunken- 
ness and alcoholism are only tern- 


weeks, maybe days, when he is con- 
sidered cured, only to return in a short 
time for new treatment. As long as 
the state permits the sale of any al- 
euholie liquors of any "kind whatsoever, 
says the Journal of Inebriety, such 
asylums would be of little ornobene- 
ilt. The only practical plan is for the 
state to enact laws entirely prohibit- 
ing the s:ile of such liquors and to 
strictly enforce the laws.
